A Dedication to 
Albert E. Cross 


After serving the Town of Northfield as Road Agent since 1969 
(currently the longest serving Road Agent in the State), we dedicate 
this year’s Annual Report to Albert in appreciation for his years of 
service to the Town. We wish him much happiness and good health 
upon his retirement—he deserves it. 

Sadly, this is the end of an era and one of our most loved Yankee 
traditions—that of the elected Road Agent. The Town is a much dif- 
ferent place today than it was 36 years ago when he first started. 
The Town’s population has more than doubled; the annual highway 
budget was $37,000 versus $1.1 million dollars today; a loader 
cost $19,500 and Mr. Cross’s rate of pay was $2.40 per hour. Raw 
Sewage is no longer being discharged directly into the Winnipesau- 
kee River and recycled garbage is earning money instead of being 
burned openly at the “dump.” But then again, some things do stay 
the same—water still runs downhill and everyone wants their road 
plowed “right now” dur- 
ing a snowstorm. 

Mr. Cross is to be 
commended for hav- 
ing kept up with the 
increasing demands of 
the job and changes in 
technology while dili- 
gently watching out for 
the taxpayer’s dollar. 
Throughout his career, 
Albert also managed 
to stay involved in just 
about every facet of 
community life. The list 
is extensive but here 
are a few highlights: 

He started the first 
recycling center in the

in getting the local towns 
together to build the Pe- 
nacook Incinerator which 
turns trash into energy; is 
active in the Northfield His- 
torical Society, Old Home 
Day Committee, Tilton 
Northfield Horse Pull Asso- 
ciation, Lakes Region Plan- 
ning Commission Techni- 
cal Advisory Committee, 
and the NH Road Agent’s 
Association; attended the 
University of New Hamp- 
Shire’s Technology program 
and earned a Master Road 
Scholar degree; received and Kenneth Lockwood, former 
the Old Home Day Citizen Selectman (right), early 1970s. 
of the Year Award and most 
recently was awarded Road Agent of the Year by the New Hamp- 
Shire Public Works’ Association. 

In his spare time, he works as Park Cemetery Association Sexton 
and Superintendent of the Northfield Sewer District. He participated 
on the Pines Committee, Arch Park Committee, Recycling Commit- 
tee, Highway Garage Study Committee, and Capital Improvement 
Program Committee and rarely missed a monthly Planning Board 
meeting. 

Join us in thanking Albert for keeping our roads safe so we could get 
to our homes, our schools and our jobs. The Town won't be the same 
without his watchful eye and sincere concern for our well-being. He 
always made sure the Town received more than its money’s worth. 
We hope he enjoys his retirement and especially not having to worry 
about the weather.

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Board of Selectmen’s Report 


Once again, we are pleased to report this has been a very excit- 
ing and productive year. James Knowlton was elected as the newest 
member of the Board of Selectmen in March. “Jamie” graduated 
from Winnisquam Regional High School and the University of New 
Hampshire. He owns and manages Four Places Realty in Northfield 
(formerly Bedard Realty). If you were to peruse through old Town 
Reports and see who has served on the Board of Selectmen in prior 
years, you will find a pattern of Selectmen who grew up in North- 
field, went away to the service, college or work but always returned 
to raise their families here. This is one of the unique characteristics 
of Northfield—a strong tradition of community service and wanting 
to “give something back.” All the more reason we want to recognize 
and express our appreciation to the residents who volunteer their 
time to serve on our various Town Boards and Committees. The qual- 
ity of life in our community relies upon their input and involvement. 
There will be a number of vacancies occurring in March 2005 for the 
Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Conservation Commis- 
sion, Budget Committee, Capital Improvements Program Committee, 
Knowles Pond Stewardship Management Committee, representative 
to the Lakes Region Planning Commission and the Upper Merrimack 
River Local Advisory Committee. Please let us know what your in- 
terests are and we can provide you information about the various 
openings. We would also like to take this opportunity to thank our 
Town employees for all of their hard work and dedication in keeping 
up with the ever-increasing demand for services. 

The Town is continuing to experience an unprecedented growth 
in single-family residential development—the net assessed valuation 
(total of all property values in Town upon which the tax rate is com- 
puted) increased from $152,592,865 to $286,145,874 as a result 
of the 2004 assessment update. In order to remain in compliance 
with State standards for certification of our assessing practices, this 
Board has adopted a policy whereby at least 25% of the properties 
in town will be measured and inspected by the assessor each year. 
This work, in addition to the regular sales verification and build- 
ing permit “pick up” work, will keep everyone’s property record card 
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data current so that at the end of the cycle, another statistical update 
will be completed in 2008. Then all of the base rates, cost tables 
and depreciation schedules will be recalculated so that all property 
assessments will be brought up to 100% of market value as close 
as possible. The advantages to this program are threefold: the cost 
of a full revaluation will be spread out over four years; every parcel 
will have been inspected within that period; and assessments will be 
more fair and equitable. 

The Northfield Planning Board has done an excellent job in 2004 
responding to the growth in subdivisions and residential develop- 
ment. They now have the needed planning “tools” in place as a result 
of their hard work completing the update of the Town’s master plan, 
land use regulations and capital improvements program. This is the 
first time since 1998 that there are no proposed zoning amendments 
on the warrant. 

Other accomplishments of mention during the year: construction 
finally commenced at the Sandogardy Pond Town Beach/Glines Park. 
A grand opening celebration is planned later in Spring 2005 once 
all of the finishing touches are done and the playground equipment 
is in place. Thanks to a Federal Land & Water Conservation Fund 
grant, our residents can enjoy the swimming area, picnicking and 
new bathroom facilities. The Winnipesaukee River Multi Purpose 
Trail will also be completed in the coming year. Residents can enjoy 
a 3.2 mile walk or bike ride starting at the site of the former Sur- 
rette Battery site in Northfield, follow along the river and end up at 
Trestle Park on Prospect Street in the City of Franklin. This was made 
possible through a NH Department of Transportation grant and dona- 
tions through the Winnipesaukee River Trails Association, Inc. Phase 
Il of the trail, which will continue on to Exit 20, is still in the planning 
and engineering stages. 

We are pleased to report that the 2005 requested budget is less 
than 2004’s. We have made some hard decisions to hold the line on 
Spending. There are no new capital purchases or road reconstruction 
projects and we required town employees to pick up more of the 
cost increase in health insurance premiums. With the transition of 
hiring a new public works director, the impact of the proposed school 
funding formula change, uncertainty in the amount of state funding 
for education and the projected increases in the Merrimack County 
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and Tilton Northfield Fire District budgets—we are very sensitive 
to the demands this places on the individual property tax payer’s 
budget. We also wanted to be able to focus your attention on 
one of the most critical issues facing the residents of Northfield 
in 2005 which is the proposed change to the school district 
formula. This formula is the way that the Towns of Northfield, 
Tilton and Sanbornton share the costs of the Winnisquam Regional 
Cooperative School District budget. It is extremely important 
that Northfield voters attend the Winnisquam Regional School 
District Annual Meeting on March 19th, 2005 at 10:00 a.m. at 
the Winnisquam Regional High School to vote on this matter. 

The proposed funding formula change would decrease Tilton’s share 
of the districts costs while increasing the amount of money paid by 
Northfield and Sanbornton. Under the proposed plan, Tilton’s share 
will decrease by 4 % to 33.75 %, Sanbornton’s share will increase by 
1% to 25.5% and Northfield’s will rise by 3% to 40.75%. 

The School Board and each Town’s Board of Selectmen are rec- 
ommending this formula change. We, the Northfield Board of Se- 
lectmen urge you to adopt it as well because we believe that even 
though it means we will be paying more in the short term — it truly 
is in the best interest and benefits the Town of Northfield in the long 
term. This change, once adopted, will stay in place for at least five 
years SO we will have gained some certainty about future expenses 
in an uncertain world. This was a compromise reached where each 
individual Town is being asked to give up something so we can all 
move forward with the important task of educating our children as 
a “cooperative” school district. 

The formula committee (comprised of three representatives from 
each of the three communities) has grappled with this issue for over 
two years. They have researched and discussed every conceivable 
combination and scenario of formulas that balances property values, 
number of students, ability to pay, and what the voters could actually 
adopt that would be fair to all. It has been more than 10 years since 
the last formula change. Since then, Northfield’s amount of state ed- 
ucation aid has increased dramatically (because we have the least 
property value and the most students), while Tilton and Sanbornton’s 
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State aid has been reduced (because they have fewer students and 
greater property values). If the legislature continues to target more aid 
to the poorer communities, then Northfield would receive even more 
money and Tilton and Sanbornton will receive less. 

You must attend the district meeting to protect Northfield’s in- 
terests. Even though a formula change requires a %4-majority vote 
of those present, any amendment can be presented from the floor. 
A proposal to amend the formula whereby the costs are shared be- 
tween the three towns strictly based upon the number of students 
from each town could be brought forward. It only takes a simple 
majority vote to adopt an amendment and unfortunately, if it is 
amended, and a formula based solely on the number of students 
sent by each town passes, it would have a devastating effect on the 
Town of Northfield’s tax rate because we send the most students— 
approximately 48%. Are you financially prepared to pay for 48% of 
the school district budget instead of the 40.75% that is proposed? 

The proposed formula change is supported unanimously by all 
nine members of the formula committee, has been endorsed unani- 
mously by the School Board and the Selectmen from each of the 
three towns because they feel that it meets the needs of the Coop- 
erative and each community’s ability to pay. This is a good compro- 
mise. It will give us some financial certainty, it will allow us to move 
forward, and it will not change for at least 5 years. 

Another very important issue facing the Town Is a petitioned ballot 
article to adopt “SB2.” We have included information following this 
report on what “SB2” means and how it eliminates the traditional 
town meeting form of government. We urge you take a moment to 
review this material so that you can make an informed decision when 
you vote at the polls on Election Day, Tuesday, March 8, 2005. 

In closing, we are deeply saddened by Mr. Albert Cross’s retire- 
ment after serving as Northfield’s Road Agent for 36 years. It is the 
end of an era of good old Yankee traditions and the days of “if it ain’t 
broke—it don’t need fixin.” As a way of acknowledging his many 
accomplishments, we have dedicated this year’s annual report to 
him, much to his consternation because he made us promise not 
to have any fanfare. Please join us in thanking him for his selfless 
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dedication to our community since 1969 and wishing him well on 
his retirement. 

The Selectmen meet every Tuesday evening at the Town Hall begin- 
ning at 7:00 p.m. Please visit the Town’s website at www.northfieldnh. 
org to keep current on Town activities as well as committee agendas 
and meeting minutes. We appreciate it when citizens can attend and 
participate in our meetings.

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SB 2—What Is It? 


On Tuesday, March 8, 2005 - Election Day — Northfield voters 
will be presented with a ballot to elect town officers, and an article 
which asks, “Shall the Town vote to adopt the provision of RSA 
40:13 (known as SB2) to allow official ballot voting on all issues 
before the Town of Northfield on the second Tuesday of March.” 
(A similar question will be placed on the School District Ballot.) 
These articles were submitted by petition. The following is a tech- 
nical release bulletin prepared by the NH Department of Revenue 
Administration explaining the Optional Form of Town Meeting — Of- 
ficial Ballot Referendum, more commonly known as SB2. Additional 
information on SB2 is available at the Town Clerk’s Office. 


Technical Assistance for SB2 
Official Ballot Vote 


Optional Form Of Meeting — Official Ballot Referendum 


¢ What is the official ballot referendum? Basically, it’s a process voted 
by a local political subdivision to adopt its budget by official ballot 
vote rather than the “traditional town meeting format.” 


¢ How do we adopt the official ballot referendum? It may be adopted 
by either a charter (see RSA 49-D) or the question (as worded in 
RSA 40:14, V) is placed on the warrant of an annual meeting and 
requires a 3/5 vote of those voting. You can now specify whether 
voting will take place in March, April, or May. A hearing with proper 
notice is also required prior to the vote (see RSA 40:14, IV). 


e If it passes, when does it take effect? At the next annual or spe- 
cial meeting. If you are currently SB2 and vote to change the date of 
the second session to April or May, it takes effect at the next annual 
meeting [RSA 40:14, XI,(e)]. 


¢ So how will our meeting work now? Will we still be able to voice 
our opinion? The budget is broken into the operating budget (with a 
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default budget if it fails) and special and individual warrant articles. 


You will still have a hearing on the budget and default budget. In 
addition, you will have two sessions to the town meeting. For a 
March 2005 meeting, the deliberative session is held sometime 
between February 5 and February 12 for discussing and possibly 
amending warrant articles which will then be put on the official 
ballot for a vote at the second session of the meeting (March 8 
in 2005). (See the attached timelines for April and May meeting 
dates). The law (RSA 40:13, XI) contains specific wording for the 
operating budget. 


e¢ What is a default budget? What is a default budget form? Can it 
be amended? The default budget calculation must be disclosed on a 
form showing last year’s operating budget with adjustments made per 
RSA 40:13, IX (b). This form is available on our website at www.rev- 
enue.nh.gov/forms/msforms.htm The default budget can be adjusted 
by the governing body (or budget committee under RSA 40:14-b) 
after the budget hearing, provided an amended default budget form 
is prepared and posted with the warrant and proposed budget form. 


¢ What if the operating budget fails and the default budget re- 
ally isn’t adequate for the year’s needs? The governing body may 
hold one special meeting to address a revised operating budget. See 
RSA 40:13, XI. 


¢ How do we authorize the budget committee to calculate the 
default budget for SB2 municipalities? Under RSA 40:14-b, the 
question can be placed on the warrant of the annual meeting after 
a public hearing is held on the question. Passage requires 3/5 ballot 
vote and the required wording of the question is: 


“Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 40:14-b to delegate the 
determination of the default budget to the municipal budget 
committee which has been adopted under RSA 32:14?” 


¢ What about reconsideration of special or separate warrant ar- 
ticles? RSA 40:13, XV does not allow reconsideration on votes 
taken at the second session. 
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What is the difference between a special and a separate war- 
rant article? Special warrant articles are defined in RSA 32:3,VI, as 
appropriations 1) in petitioned warrant articles; 2) raised by bonds 
or notes; 3) to a separate fund created pursuant to law, such as 
capital reserve funds or trusts funds; or, 4) designated on the war- 
rant as a special article or as a nonlapsing or nontransferable article. 
A special warrant article must be accompanied ON THE BALLOT 
with a recommendation (for or against) by the governing body and 
budget committee (if there is one). 


Separate or “individual” warrant articles are not necessarily the 
Same as “special warrant articles.” An example of an individual 
warrant article might be negotiated cost items for labor agreements 
or items of a one-time nature you wish to address individually. 


So what is the significance of distinguishing whether a warrant 
article is “special” or “individual”? The required wording for the 
operating budget in RSA 40:13, XI specifically states that the op- 
erating budget does not include any other appropriations including 
those voted for in special warrant articles and other appropriations 
voted separately. These articles will also be used to determine what 
will and will not be included in the default budget next year. 


lf warrant articles can be amended at the deliberative session, 
does this mean that my petitioned article can be changed and 
voters will not be voting on the article and amount as originally 
petitioned? Under current law, petitioned articles can be amended 
by the first session; however, no new subject matter may be intro- 
duced. 


When must petitioned warrant articles (RSA 39:3 and 197:6) 
and collective bargaining cost items (RSA 273-A:1,II1) be sub- 
mitted to the governing body for inclusion in the budget? For a 
March meeting, RSA 40:13, Il-a,(b) requires a submission date of 
the second Tuesday in January. 


What if the collective bargaining warrant article fails? Will the 
courts allow a special meeting? The governing body may insert a 
warrant article authorizing one special meeting to address negoti- 
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ated cost items without petitioning the superior court. See our sug- 
gested warrant article publication for sample wording. 


¢ What will the NH Department of Revenue Administration need 
for forms to set the tax rate? The Municipal Finance Bureau has 
a list available of all documents required to set the tax rate. SB2 
requires additional documents to verify that all appropriations have 
been made consistent with procedural requirements of the statutes 
or are not prohibited by statute. These additional documents are: 
Signed Minutes of Deliberative Session; a Signed Official Ballot; and 
the Count of the Ballot Votes verified by the town clerk (this could 
be on the official ballot or be included in minutes). 


* How do we go back to the old town meeting format if we 
decide the official ballot referenda doesn’t work for us? RSA 
40:13 provisions may be rescinded in the same manner as adopted 
only wording the question as prescribed in RSA 40:14, VII. See the 
law for further details.

Age 75to 79 ‘Increase from $30,000 to $60,000 
Age 80+ Increase from $45,000 to $90,000 


Income Limitations to remain at $18,500 for single, 
$26,500 for married. Asset limitation to remain at 
$35,000, excluding the value of the resident and up to 
two (2) acres. (Majority vote required for adoption.) 


Motion made by Joyce Fulweiler seconded by Glen 
Brown. Mike Murphy asked what effect this would 
have on the tax rate? Lana Dearborn explained that this 
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should not have an effect, this was recommended by 
the assessor due to the market analysis the Town is 
Currently doing. Florence Dawson asked when the Town 
would have town wide re-assessment. Joyce Fulweiler 
explained that a full revalue would cost $200,000 and 
that by completing a market analysis yearly the Town is 
in compliance with the State.

(Majority vote required for 
adoption.) This article is recommended by the Select- 
men and the Budget Committee. 


Motion by Scott Hilliard seconded by Arlow Stanley. No 
discussion, question was called and seconded.

Article #6 


To see if the Town will vote to increase from 20% to 50% 
the placement of the revenues of future payments col- 
lected under the Land Use Change Tax in the Northfield 
Conservation Fund. (Majority vote required for adop- 
tion.) This article is recommended by the Selectmen 
and recommended by the Budget Committee. Motion 
by Steve Randall seconded by Eliza Conde. Kevin Fife, a 
member of the Conservation Committee, explained with 
the rising cost of property by increasing the revenues it 
would save the Town money in the long run. Chris Hunt 
pointed out that the Zoning amendments just passed 
pointed out that the residents want to preserve land and 
keep the Town as a rural area. No further discussion.

Steve Randall explained that they felt 
the budget was too high and they needed to cut certain 
items. Alice Thompson questioned why, if the Town put 
money into Knowles Pond Road last year, is the Town 
Spending money on the same road this year and not a 
different one. Albert explained that this was a different 
Section of the road.

the sum of $25,000 for the purpose hiring an engineer 
to design improvements to Elm Street (Majority vote 
required for adoption.) This article is recommended by 
the Budget Committee. Motion made by Albert Cross 
seconded by Lana Dearborn. Albert explained that 
there was a request from Elm Street residents to make 
improvements. Scott spoke of the safety issues they 
have had on this section of road. Hal Beyor asked if 
this appropriation was for engineering only. Joyce Ful- 
weiler explained that it was.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000 for the purpose of making additional 
improvements to the Sandogardy Pond Town Beach 
Project. (Majority vote required for adoption.) This ar- 
ticle is recommended by the Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee. This is a nonlapsing warrant article. Motion 
made by Glen Brown seconded by Arlow Stanley. Dick 
Maher asked if there were any grant monies available 
for this project. Lana Dearborn explained that the Town 
has received a $65,000 grant. Mark St. Cyr questioned 
the cost of the boat ramps and could they be elimi- 
nated.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,080,740 which represents the Budget 
Committee’s recommended budget on the posted MS-7 
and pass any vote in relation thereto. The posted budget 
includes the appropriations in Warrant Articles #’s 5, 
7,8, 10, 11, 12, 13. (Majority vote required for adop- 
tion.) Motion by William Nickerson seconded by Arlow 
Stanley. Steve Randall submitted an amendment for the 
amended budget to be $3,155,740, which includes the 
$75,000 for road construction. Joyce Fulweiler second- 
ed the amendment. Amendment passed. Brian Watson 
asked how much this would increase taxes.

To see if the Town will vote to rescind the bond authori- 
zation in the amount of $200,000 voted at the August 
31, 1999 Town Meeting for the purpose of purchasing 
the Knowles Pond Conservation Area; and to apply up 
to $180,000 in unreserved/undesignated fund balance 
to remove the capital project fund liability shown on the 
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Town’s Financial Statements for the fiscal year ending 
2003 (Majority vote required for adoption.) Explanatory 
Note: This action is a “housekeeping” item for recording 
an accounting transaction which is outside of the budget 
process. It is recommended by the Town’s auditors in 
accordance with application of generally accepted ac- 
counting principles to the financial reporting for Capital 
Project Funds. Specifically, bonds or notes authorized to 
finance a Capital Project are not recognized in the finan- 
cial statements until they are actually issued. Therefore, 
authorized but unissued bonds or notes are accounted 
for in the Town’s Financial Statements as a Capital Proj- 
ect Fund deficit. The Selectmen are requesting that the 
authorization to borrow be rescinded because they do 
not need to borrow funds. There is sufficient unreserved 
and undesignated fund balance available for the fiscal 
year ending 2003 to cover this capital project purchase. 
In summary, this warrant article removes the unissued 
bond authorization amount from the Town’s financial 
statements by applying unreserved/undesignated fund 
balance. This is an accounting transaction and does not 
impact the budget or the amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion. Motion by Bill Dawson seconded by Scott Hilliard.

Richard Maher wanted William Nickerson recognized 
for his six years of service as Selectman. 


Joyce Fulweiler presented gifts to William Nickerson 
from Town employees. 


William Nickerson introduced James Knowlton as the 
new Selectman.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
Statements of the Town of Northfield as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 2003. These general purpose financial statements 
are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility 
is to express an opinion on these general purpose financial state- 
ments based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and per- 
form the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit in- 
cludes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts 
and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
Statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason- 
able basis for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above do 
not include the general fixed assets account group which should 
be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles.

The 
accompanying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is pre- 
sented for purposes of additional analysis as required by the U.S. 
Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, 
Local Government, and Non-Profit Organizations, and is not a re- 
quired part of the general purpose financial statements. All such 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied 
in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our 
opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

Animal Control 


The Town of Northfield issued over 530 dog licenses in the year 
2004. Dogs must be licenses by the Town on or before April 30th 
each year. All dogs and cats three months or older must be vacci- 
nated for rabies. As a reminder, State and Town Law dictates that 
all dogs are to be on a leash, in a kennel or under the control of their 
owner(s) at all times. 

Dog calls seemed to maintain a consistent average with other 
years. Barking dogs seemed to be the most common call followed 
by dogs running at large. Reports of strays also remained consistent 
with last year. 

Cat issues also remained the same. The main issue is that residents 
assume that a new cat in the neighborhood is a stray so they feed 
them and the animals then stay. DO NOT FEED STRAY ANIMALS! 

Although the Town of Northfield does not have a significant farm 
animal population there have been a number of loose animal calls. 
Owners are reminded that they are responsible for maintaining prop- 
er fencing and housing for these animals.

2004 ANNUAL REPORT 60 


Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission meets the first Wed. of every month 
at 7:30 p.m. Duties of the Commission involve reviewing site plans 
and subdivisions to make recommendations to the Planning board; 
review and make recommendations on Dredge and Fill applications, 
report and follow up on wetland violations and obtaining and updat- 
ing a Natural Resource Inventory of the Town. 

The Conservation Commission was pleased that voters passed the 
new Wetlands and updated Groundwater Protection Ordinances at 
the Town Meeting in March. The Commission understands that vot- 
ers want the natural resources of Northfield protected and works 
with the Board of Adjustment and Planning Board making recom- 
mendations relative to any issues involving wetlands, and other 
natural resources. 

The major project completed in 2004 was the purchase of a Con- 
servation Easement on approximately 1,700 feet of shorefront on 
Knowles Pond from the Doubledays. This was accomplished by the 
generous donations of many residents, and a few grants along with 
$35,000 from tax dollars. The Commission thanks Attorney Charles 
Chandler and Surveyor David Krause for their donation of the legal 
and surveying work. The purchase of this easement effectively pro- 
tects approximately %/4 of the shore line of the pond forever. 

Although we were not successful in securing a grant for the 
purchase of the development rights for the Corliss Farm, we will 
continue to work on this project. 

The Conservation Commission is working with the Winnipesaukee 
River Trail Committee for the possible location of the next leg of the 
trail on the Northfield side of the river. The Commission Is currently 
working to purchase a parcel of land that will help in this project. 

The Cow Patty Bingo at Old Home Day was again successful and 
great fun, despite a rainy start. Thanks to the Dole family for bringing 
their beautiful Shorthorn heifer who cooperated nicely. Also thanks 
to the Robichauds for setting up the fencing for the day. The Bel- 
lerose family puts lots of effort into this fun fundraising event which 
is greatly appreciated. 

The Conservation Fund now receives 50% of any Current Use pen- 
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alties paid throughout the year. The accounting for this fund follows 
this report. As more land is developed in the Town, the need to be 
proactive in protecting parcels of special interest is more crucial than 
ever. The Commission will be happy to work with any landowner in- 
terested in creating a Conservation Easement on their property.

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Road Agent’s Report 


The first part of the winter season of 2004 was one of the lightest 
on record from January to March for snowfall. Records indicate that 
there was more rain/freezing rain than snowfall. Due to the lightness 
of snowfall, the spring mud season was not as bad as many other 
years. Other spring activities were as usual—spring grading of dirt 
roads, sweeping of streets, thawing frozen culverts, cleaning culvert 
ends to allow drainage and clean-up of Town cemeteries. 

Many projects were completed in the summer construction season 
Starting with ditch cleaning of roads to be chip sealed. The lower 
end of Shaw Road, the lower end of Union Road and Cottage Street 
were prepared for paving. Work was started on roadside mowing. 
However, due to an excess of rain days, the work went very slow. 
Summer also brought many severe storms and downpours, Caus- 
ing heavy washouts in many road areas: Stevens Road, Oak Hill 
Road, Zion Hill Road and Cross Mill Road. The storms created deep 
washouts in the ditch line and plugged culverts causing major in- 
conveniences to the taxpayers. This not only happed once, but two 
weeks later it happened again. After many repairs and cleaning of 
the water damage, the Highway crew went on to other projects. 

Other projects consisted of reclaiming, gravel, and drainage on 
Hidden Lane, Drake Drive, and part of Shaker Road. Also, Green- 
wood Drive was completely paved. One project not completed was 
the reclaiming and paving of Knowles Pond Road. The local gas 
company (Keyspan) has a 4-inch high pressure line that comes 
down the center, and on the side of the road. In 2005 Keyspan is 
required to dig up and replace shut-off valves in a number of areas 
of this road. If this work was completed after the Town reclaimed 
and paved Knowles Pond Road, it may have caused lower areas and 
uneven spots. It was determined by all Town Officials to wait until 
summer 2005 to complete this project. 

Fall work consisted of road grading and ditching, including add- 
ing gravel in areas of need. Crews also stockpiled winter sand and 
prepared plows, wings, and sander bodies for use.

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Welfare Administrator’s Annual Report 


The Town of Northfield assisted 32 households in 2004. The com- 
position of the households consisted of 46 adults and 11 children. 
The total amount spent on direct assistance was $32,224.52. 

This past year’s expenditures reflect the trend by the State of NH 
to downshift expenses to the municipalities. The average time for 
a person to be determined eligible for the Aid to the Permanently 
and Totally Disabled Program has lengthened to the extent that it 
is not uncommon for a disabled person without income to wait 1% 
years before they start getting benefits. It is the towns and cities that 
pick up the tab for rent, prescriptions, electricity, and heat for these 
persons until their money benefit starts. One family could cost the 
town over $10,000 to support for the year. That would be 4 of the 
total welfare budget for Northfield spent on one family! The excuse 
the State of NH gives for such an inexcusable delay is that it has a 
personnel shortage. 

The biggest line item expenditure for this department was rents. 
Even though the housing shortage has lessened considerably over 
the past year, the rental rates have still skyrocketed. The working 
poor are sometimes paying three weeks of their net salaries to sup- 
port their monthly rents. 

What’s ahead in the future Is looking grim. If the Medicaid system 
is overhauled in such a way that fewer elderly people are admitted 
into nursing homes, it becomes the burden of the towns and cities to 
provide the services that they still need. The suggestion that moth- 
ers on welfare be trained to care for these elderly in their homes is 
ludicrous. They are talking about young women with children who 
are on state welfare because they do not have the life skills needed 
to maintain a job and support and care for their children.

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Report of the Fire Chief 
Tilton-Northfield Fire District 


Once again | would like to thank the residents, visitors, and busi- 
ness people of the communities for their support throughout the year. 
It is those that we serve that make the job so rewarding. | can speak 
for all of our employees when | say it is a pleasure to serve you. 

In 2004, your Fire Department responded to 1440 incidents (an 
increase of 5% from 2003). This is a considerable workload for 
a primarily on-call fire department such as ours. The department 
consists of 43 call firefighters (paid on call) and 10 career person- 
nel. Even with the elevated workload, members were able to attend 
2,146 hours of training. 

By the time you read this report, your fire department will be pro- 
viding 24-hour coverage. We will do this by hiring one additional 
full-time Firefighter/Emergency Medical Technician and implement- 
ing a new shift schedule. This, coupled with the construction of a 
bunk room at the Center Street Station will allow us to staff two 
FF/EMTs 24 hours each day. We realize that this is minimal staff- 
ing and we will continue to rely heavily on the response of our call 
firefighters to supplement the full time staff. There is no doubt that 
we can't do it without their assistance. 

Full time coverage will better prepare us to meet our mission: Jo 
protect the life, property, and environment of the citizens and visitors 
of Tilton-Northfield by delivering efficient, professional, high-quality, 
cost-effective, and timely services, including fire suppression, rescue, 
emergency medical services, fire prevention, public safety education, 
and code enforcement. 

Full time coverage became a priority to the Commissioners and me 
when we started accumulating response time data which indicated that 
our time to get to an emergency doubled at night when we did not have 
full-time coverage on duty. By staffing the station, we can guarantee 
that two cross-trained FF/EMTs will arrive at the first emergency within 
five minutes of the time the department is notified of the incident. 

Fire Prevention, Public Safety Education, and Code Enforcement 
are clearly part of our mission and continue to be a priority. In 2004, 
over 600 students received fire prevention training and approximate- 
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ly 250 fire safety inspections were conducted. Recently, the Fire- 
fighter Phil program was delivered in the elementary schools. This 
was a very successful program that was funded with donations from 
the community. Special attention was given to apartment buildings 
this year in an effort to bring these buildings into compliance with 
a 1999 State law which requires hardwired smoke detectors in all 
apartment buildings with three or more units. All inspection services 
are provided at no cost to owner/occupant and strive to improve fire 
Safety in the community. Any home or business owner may contact 
the fire station to request a fire inspection of any type occupancy. 

During the year 2004 the District was the recipient of a Grant of 
$55,440. The Grant monies were for a “Vehicle Exhaust Extrica- 
tion System” for both the Center Street and Park Street Stations. 
The vehicle exhaust extrication systems have been installed and 
are working well. It is worthy of note that OSHA regulations require 
these systems be installed and functioning. The receipt of the grant 
resulted in a tax savings to the taxpayers in the District. 

We have reached out to the communities and formed a building 
committee to research our future facility needs. With the renovation 
of the Center Street Station, we have maximized the use of all of our 
Space. We are currently exploring options of adding on to the Park 
Street Station (a smaller addition than proposed last year) as well as 
working with the Tilton Police Department Building Committee in an 
effort to secure funding for a combined police/fire complex in Tilton. 
Our department has been tremendously impacted by the growth of 
both communities and we will continue to explore ways to better 
Serve them. 

| would like to thank all of the organizations in both communities 
that assist us daily. Without their cooperation, our jobs would be 
much more difficult and even more dangerous! 

We look forward to serving you throughout 2005. If there is any- 
thing we can do to assist you, please do not hesitate to call or stop 
by.

We are happy to report to all member communities that 2004 
marked our fifteenth complete year of successful operations. Some 
items of interest follow: 

The 2005 budget reflects a tipping fee of $38.65 per ton. This 
represents an increase of $1.50/ton. 

A total of 146,451 tons of Co-op waste was delivered to the Whee- 
labrator facility this year. This represents a decrease of 20 tons from 
2003. This was only the second time in fifteen years that the deliv- 
ered tonnage actually decreased from the previous year. 

A total of 63,475 tons of ash were delivered to the Franklin ash 
monofill for disposal. The ash landfill continues to operate very well. 
Phase III Stage V is being filled at this time. Phase IV construction is 
planned for 2005. Phase IV will provide disposal capacity through 
2009. 

Negotiations with Wheelabrator concerning the extension of the 
Service Contract are in progress. 

Preliminary planning continues for permitting a new landfill in 
Canterbury. 
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Hall Memorial Library 
18 Park Street, Northfield, 286-8971 


Your library has changed a lot since its beginnings in 1885. It was 
built with electric lights when they were modern and was heated 
with a furnace which ran on wood and coal. (Fire insurance was set 
at $5,000.) The collection was developed by a “committee,” and 
the building was managed by the trustees who also set the “rules 
and regulations.” And | would bet all the flamingos in the library that 
there weren't any here for the first hundred years! 

Some things remain the same though. The library Is still a beauti- 
ful building with its original stained glass windows casting a rosy 
glow onto Park Street on winter evenings. It still opens its doors 
to all the people in the communities as a center for educational, 
social and recreational opportunities. It still rings with the voices 
of children excited about the story they are hearing, (maybe a little 
bit louder than in times past). It is still a concrete (well, brick) tes- 
timony to the Towns’ commitment to equal access for their citizens 
to opportunities of all kinds. 

And it is still blessed with many and varied support including 
gifts of time, money, and material. Josie Nichols, Nell Grant, Morris 
Boudreau, Bonnie Randall, Hunter Hill, Naomi Brown Donna Malo, 
Cheryl Geiger, and Dorene Dempster gave us at least 590 hours 
of various kinds of help. Claire and John Tremblay, Ellen Coulter, 
Altrusa of Laconia, the Tilton-Northfield Rotary Club, Kidder Fuel, 
Tilton Walmart, Joe and Grace LaPlante, Jack Polidoro, Carol Stone, 
the Zancas, Carolee Longley, Juanita George, the Liberatore family, 
the Downing estate, Susan Bayley, Karolyn Carpenter, and Manuela 
Fernandez Lopez were generous with money, art, and other gifts. A 
number of gifts were earmarked for literacy programs. Others were 
in remembrance of loved ones. And many of you continue to give us 
books to keep or sell, or tell us to keep the change when you pay for 
copies or fines. We appreciate all of you. 

Use of the library continues to increase as more people realize 
what a beautiful place it is and what a remarkable collection we 
have for a library of our size. Circulation this year was over 44,000 
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and visits per week averaged 754. Of the more than 2,800 new 
items in the library, around one-third were gifts, some of which 
continue to be accessioned from the collection of Donald Abbott. 
We held 235 programs with 3,438 participants including several 
weekly story times, Friday afternoon knitting for beginners through 
experts, monthly book discussions, a Summer reading program, and 
various other activities for every age. All are welcome.

The Lakes Region has changed tremendously in the past 20 years. 
Homes and businesses have expanded along major roadways, and 
many of our communities have experienced dramatic changes. This 
growth has resulted in a number of regional challenges. The Lakes 
Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is the area organization es- 
tablished to address the effects of growth at both the local and 
regional level. With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles 
in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC pro- 
vides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. 
The Commission offers direct and support services ranging from 
technical assistance, geographic information systems, and transpor- 
tation planning, to land use and environmental planning, and eco- 
nomic development. The LRPC is primarily funded by local, state, 
and federal resources. We are contacted several times daily for an- 
swers to local and statewide issues. We also maintain a regular dia- 
logue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. 
Our goal remains to provide support and leadership to the govern- 
ments, businesses and citizens of the Lakes Region. 
Here are some of our services performed on behalf of Northfield 
and the region in the past fiscal year: 
¢ Continue to provide circuit rider planning assistance to the North- 
field planning board. 
¢ Continue to provide circuit rider technical assistance to the North- 
field zoning board of adjustment. 

¢ Assisted Northfield, Belmont and Tilton in a collaborative effort to 
protect the quality and quantity of the stratified drift aquifer that 
lies beneath the three communities. A report, “Protecting Shared 

Drinking Water Resources” was completed as a result of this ef- 

fort with the assistance of the three towns. 
¢ Completed a Capital Improvements Program (CIP) in cooperation 

with local officials. 
¢ Provided estimates for a cistern, as requested. 
¢ Discussed growth management with local officials, and reviewed 

a draft aquifer protection ordinance. 

¢ Provided procedural assistance on a wetlands permit application 
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to the Conservation Commission. 


e Provided guidance on the relationship between a property ease- 
ment and the Planning Board’s jurisdiction. 


e Reviewed project proposals through the NH Intergovernmental 
Review Agreement that provide the region and local communi- 
ties an opportunity to respond to applications seeking state and 
federal aid. LRPC reviewed many proposals having a combined 
investment total greater than $15 million in the Lakes Region. 


e Planned the 19th annual household hazardous waste collection 
in the Lakes Region. Two consecutive Saturdays were designated 
as collection days for 24 participating communities. An estimat- 
ed 20,000 total gallons of waste were collected, containerized, 
and transported to EPA-approved end-of-life locations around the 
country. 

e Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures 
where practicing attorneys provide a legal perspective on local 
planning, zoning and other municipal issues. Recent lectures in- 
cluded: the Basics of Subdivision & Site Plan Review, Land Use 
Law Update, and New Challenges for Municipal Regulation of the 
Environment. We also prepared for the 2004 Law Lectures, in 
partnership with the NH Municipal Association. 

e Completed the Lakes Region Housing Needs Assessment, an as- 
sessment of the regional need for housing for persons and fami- 
lies of all levels of income. It is viewable at www.lakesrpc.org, our 
website. 

e Ordered and distributed copies of the NH Planning and Land Use 
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Regulation books at considerable savings. 

¢ Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical 
Advisory Committee (TAC) to enhance local involvement in trans- 
portation planning and project development. The TAC advises the 
LRPC on projects of regional significance. 

¢ Continued work on the Lakes Region Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan. 
This planning effort will help provide a blueprint for the location 
of local bike and pedestrian routes. 

¢ Conducted over 160 traffic counts around the region, in coopera- 
tion with the New Hampshire Department of Transportation. 

¢ Maintain an ongoing effort to update a database of key socioeco- 
nomic and human service indicators, in cooperation with the NH 
Community Development Finance Authority. 

¢ Convened six area Commission meetings, two of which featured 
Legislative Nights where local legislators presented information 
on proposed legislation of regional planning, environmental, and 
economic interest. 

¢ Updated the annual Development Activity in the Lakes Region, a 
Survey of subdivision, housing, construction, industrial, and com- 
mercial development trends in the region. 

¢ Continue to represent the region on several boards and commit- 
tees related to the economic and environmental well-being of the 
region, e.g., the Belknap County Economic Development Council, 
NH Route 16 Corridor Advisory Committee, the Pemigewasset 
River Local Advisory Committee, etc. 

e Secured funding from the NH Emergency Management Bureau to 
assist local communities with the preparation of all hazard man- 
agement plans. 

e Produced a calendar of critical deadlines for March Town Meet- 
ing, and distributed it via our website and regular mail. 

¢ Advocated several transportation enhancement applications on 
behalf of the region; five were selected by the Governor’s Advisory 
Council on Intermodal Transportation having a combined total of 
approximately $1.3 million. 
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Northfield Sewer Commission 


The Sewer Commission is pleased to report that the Northfield 
system continues to function with only minor difficulties encoun- 
tered during the year 2004. While there were the usual minor block- 
ages and deterioration in some areas, in while, the system operated 
smoothly. 

The beginning of 2004 required quite a bit of attention directed to 
the system which was installed in Cormier’s development where Ep- 
tam Plastics has their new facility. They are served by a sewer line 
that was installed by the developer. It is served by several pumps on 
Eptam’s property. During February they began experiencing back-up 
problems and looked to the Commission for assistance. It was de- 
termined that the system installed in that development was not the 
property or the responsibility of the District. However, we assisted in 
the resolution of the problem and after necessary corrections were 
made to that system, the District agreed to assume ownership of 
that portion and future maintenance and supervision of any other 
facilities which choose to connect. 

During the course of the year, the Soda Brook Cooperative was 
formed to purchase the former Dodge Park on Shaker Road. For 
several years it has been apparent that the private septic systems in 
the Park were in serious failing mode. While the District chose not 
to become involved in the installation and operation of a central sys- 
tem to correct the problem, we did work with a private engineering 
firm that was chosen to design a new system which would connect 
to the Belmont portion of the Winnipesaukee River Basin system. 
We offered assistance in securing the necessary permits and ease- 
ments to allow the construction of their system and that project is 
well underway. 

Minor repairs were needed on Gale Avenue to correct a long-stand- 
ing problem of lack of cleanouts needed to maintain this line. The 
installation of a manhole in the middle of the line should prevent 
any reccurrence of that problem. 

No major projects are anticipated for the 2005 year beyond neces- 
Sary changes and routine maintenance of the system. 

Road Agent Albert Cross has been the system engineer for the past 
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fifteen years in addition to his regular Road Agent duties. He will be 
retiring during the year, but the commission intends to retain his ser- 
vices to the Commission on a continuing basis, since his expertise 
is very much needed. 

The Commission wishes to thank all those who have assisted the 
Commission and district in maintaining the operation and welcome 
any questions or suggestions that may be offered.

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UNH Cooperative Extension 


One in four New Hampshire residents took advantage of at least 
one University of New Hampshire Cooperative Extension program 
last year. Our programs offer informal education in forest steward- 
ship, parenting, family finances, food safety, agriculture, home gar- 
dening, 4-H (including clubs, camps and after-school programs) for 
children and teens, nutrition education for low-income families, strate- 
gic planning and leadership development skills for community groups. 

County Extension educators work extensively with towns and school 
districts—organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school 
and town groundskeepers maintain athletic fields and landscaped areas, 
providing guidance to town planners and boards on current use and 
other land use issues. Because studies show that open space helps keep 
property taxes low, Extension staff provides education to forest landown- 
ers and commercial farmers that helps keep their enterprises profitable, 
while preserving open space and protecting natural resources. 

Merrimack County Extension provides fact sheet notebooks to all 
town libraries and produces monthly “Coffee Chat” radio segments 
which offer information to residents throughout the station’s listening 
area. UNH Cooperative Extension’s Strengthening Communities Initia- 
tives offers community leaders, grassroots organizers and community 
development specialists an opportunity for professional growth. 

UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info 
Line at our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Mon- 
day through Friday, 9:00 a.m.—2:00 p.m. (1-877-398-4769). Last 
year, the Info Line handled more than 1,000 requests from Mer- 
rimack County residents. Extension also distributes a wide range of 
information from our website at www.extension.unh.edu. 

Finally, UNH Cooperative Extension trains and supports a large 
corps of volunteers: 4-H leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, 
community tree stewards, water quality monitors, parent mentors 
and others who extend the reach of Extension programs into many 
domains of New Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities inter- 
est you, please call Merrimack County Extension at 225-5505 or 
796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in 
Boscawen next to the County Nursing Home on Route 3.

Advisory Committee 


Graciously hosted by Saint Paul’s School, Bug Nights continues its 
popularity in the region, entering its ninth year in 2004 with over 50 
individuals volunteering their collection and identification services. 
This year, the New Hampshire Sunday News published a full-page 
color feature on the Upper Merrimack Monitoring Program (UMMP) 
volunteers and their river quality monitoring efforts. The UMMP’s 
partnership work was featured in a front-page article in the summer 
edition of The Volunteer Monitor. The edition included a sidebar on 
Sample collection. The article has been reprinted in the River Man- 
agement Society’s Newsletter. 

The Program’s Adopt-a-River Sponsors include Aquarian Analytical 
Laboratories, Inc., Aries Engineering, Inc.; Checkmate Expert Payroll 
Services, Concord; Elektrisola, Boscawen; Franklin Savings Bank; 
Franklin Wastewater Treatment Facility; Public Service Company of 
NH Corporate Offices and Merrimack Station; and Watts Regulator/ 
Webster Valve. Many thanks to the Conservation Commissions and 
Towns and Cities of Boscawen, Bow, Canterbury, Concord, Frank- 
lin, and Northfield for their ongoing support and graciously hosting 
Upper Merrimack River Local Advisory Committee meetings. The 
Franklin Waste Water Treatment Facility provided E. coli sample pro- 
cessing for the UMMP with the assistance of over a dozen collection 
volunteers. The data are the first volunteer monitoring programs to 
be entered into the state Environmental Quality Monitoring system. 
The UMRLAC is grateful for its sponsors’, partners’, and municipali- 
ties’ support of the Upper Merrimack Monitoring Program (UMMP) 
and other projects in the watershed. 

In collaboration with the NH Rivers Council, the UMRLAC facili- 
tated a stakeholder group that reviewed the Public Service of NH re- 
licensing application and drafted comments for the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission (FERC). Several meetings were held and 
groups from Nashua to Franklin participated including representa- 
tives from US Fish and Wildlife Service, Trout Unlimited, Appala- 
chian Mountain club, and the NH Fish and Game Department. UM- 
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RLAC filed for intervenor status in the Merrimack Hydro relicensing 
application process and submitted comments to the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission (FERC). With the NH Rivers Council, the 
UMRLAC co-convened a group of organizations and concerned citi- 
zens and informed them of the FERC process as well as provided 
information on how they could form and file their own comments. 

Representative Michele Tremblay continued to serve through the 
late summer on the state Senate Bill 87 Legislative Study Commission 
representing the Connecticut, Pemigewasset, and upper Merrimack 
Rivers and worked with Commission members to draft a compromise 
for use in the next legislative session. Other report findings included a 
list of research priorities and recommendations for a buffers project. 

The NH Department of Environmental Services (DES) trained 
members of the UMRLAC as “Weed Watchers.” As Weed Watch- 
ers, the UMRLACers are trained to recognize and safely remove, 
where possible, non-native invasive species. UMRLACers will patrol 
the watershed, determine removal strategies, and collect samples of 
Suspicious plants for confirmed identification by the DES. The UM- 
RLAC is working through a sub-committee to develop a pilot project 
for invasive species barriers. 

The UMRLAC continued to review project plans and proposals 
and provide comment including several for residential subdivisions, 
the Route 4 bridge project at Exit 17 off I-93, the Gage Street sew- 
er project in Boscawen, Lowe’s in Concord, an upgraded railway 
crossing on Hall Street in Concord, a freight transfer terminal in 
Concord, an expansion of an all-terrain vehicle dealership in Con- 
cord, stormwater system upgrades near Industrial Drive in Franklin, 
Sign replacement from Hooksett to Concord, the state Council on 
Resources Development state disposal of lands in Boscawen, and 
athletic field construction at the NH Technical Institute. The UMR- 
LAC provided letters of support to the Highway View Farm Trust and 
Canterbury land conservation grant projects. 

The UMRLAC exhibited its interactive display at the state Water- 
shed Conference. Several UMRLAC members attended workshops. 
Steve Landry and Michele Tremblay co-presented a case study on 
watershed plan implementation. Michele Tremblay moderated and 
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presented at a legislative training session. The UMRLAC hosted a 
Merrimack River Paddle in July. Michele Tremblay participated in the 
National River Rally in May. Several UMRLAC members participated 
in the River Connection’s meetings and forums. The US Environ- 
mental Protection Agency presented a Certificate of Appreciation to 
the UMRLAC for its participation in the national Adopt-a-Watershed 
program. Win Robinson, UMRLAC representative, was honored with 
the Spirit of NH Award in November. 

Plans for 2005-2006 include revising its management plan. 
Through the Central NH Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC), 
grant funding was requested from the NH Department of Environ- 
mental Services to support the revision. The project has been scoped 
and an inventory of resources is in process with the assistance of the 
CNHRPC. The UMRLAC is commissioning a ten-year data analysis 
and report of the UMMP and a retrospective of the program to guide 
planning efforts for the next decade. To help fund the report, the UM- 
RLAC has printed T-shirts and tote bags sporting a graphic of its 
popular Insect Inquirer on the back and a colored dragonfly and river 
image on the front. Please contact Michele Tremblay (information at 
the end of this report) or your UMRLAC municipal representative if 
you would like to make a bold fashion statement with a shirt or bag.

Once again, it has been our pleasure to provide home care services 
to the citizens of Northfield. We have been blessed with a cohesive 
Staff of caring professionals who demonstrate their commitment to 
provide our patients with the highest quality of care every day. Our 
Board of Directors, who represent our communities, have given of 
their time and expertise to ensure that staff have the tools to work 
with and the benefit of the Board’s insight into community needs. 

In 2004, we made 3,479 home visits to the residents of North- 
field, providing Home Care services such as Nursing care, Physical, 
Occupational or Speech therapy, Homemakers, or other services. 
We held blood pressure monitoring clinics at Shaw’s in Tilton and at 
the Pines Community Center each month. Due to the shortage of flu 
vaccine we were unable to provide our usual immunization clinics in 
2004, but plan to provide them in 2005. 

In November 2003, the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Ser- 
vices published the first “Home Health Compare” data providing the 
public with 13 quality-of-care indicators for all of the home care 
agencies in the nation. We were very pleased to see that the VNA 
of Franklin ratings were very positive and compared favorably with 
the other area agencies as well as with the national standards. This 
report is published quarterly and we have continued through 2004 
to be well represented in our quality measures. 

The clinical staff has been using electronic documentation for the 
third year and while parts of this program are still problematic, we 
are happy to report that we have accurate and complete medical 
records for the patients we serve. In June of 2004, we upgraded the 
software and some of the hardware used by the clinicians, resulting 
in greater flexibility of function, speed and security. 

The Healthy Families of the Twin Rivers program continues to pro- 
vide education and support for young mothers and their babies from 
the first trimester of pregnancy through the first year of the baby’s 
life. While we have experienced some staffing changes, we are hap- 
py to report that the referrals and enrollments are increasing. We 
now have two Maternal Child health nurses and expect our pediatric 
program to continue to demonstrate growth. 
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The Hospice program and certification process is ongoing. Medicare 
Hospice certification is still our goal; however, some circumstances 
beyond our control have slowed our progress. We continue to provide 
end-of-life care to our terminally ill patients and we refer those 
desiring Medicare-certified Hospice care to certified agencies. 

The residents of Northfield are well represented on our board 
by Rob Steady, Marjorie Nickerson and Roland Seymour. We are 
continually mindful that we serve at the pleasure of our communities 
and we are extremely grateful for the confidence placed in us by our 
neighbors.

The following is a compilation derived from cases brought to the 
attention of the Youth Assistance Program: 

We received a call from a woman whose ninth-grade daughter 
had verbally attacked her, trashed her belongings and run out of the 
house screaming she “...hated her mother and her ***** life.” The 
mother went on to say that the girl was failing most of her classes in 
school and was in trouble for truancy. 

The daughter had been popular with teachers and classmates in 
Middle School. She was an attractive girl and had been given every 
material thing a young person could want. The ninth-grader had her 
own room, a TV, a computer, her own phone and nice clothes. Her 
parents had a solid marriage and her younger siblings looked up to 
her. She wanted to some day go to college to become a marine biolo- 
gist, having learned to love nature on camping trips with her family. 

Things began to change when she hit the first few months of ninth 
grade. At first her folks blamed the growing distance between their 
daughter and the rest of the family on “normal teenage acting out.” 
They overlooked her mood changes, eating habits, her more seduc- 
tive attire. “This will pass. We'll get through it,” they said. “Patience 
is what we need.” 

Months went by; things got worse. When the mother contacted us 
her daughter had been missing for three days. The police had been 
called; the school notified. Everyone was doing what they could. 
Two days later the girl’s body was found in an old shed. Trash was 
everywhere; beer bottles, old pizza boxes, signs of partying. An au- 
topsy revealed heroin in her system. 

Young people do go through sometimes difficult changes on their 
way to becoming adults. That does not mean they and their parents 
don’t need help along the way. Had this mother called earlier we 
would have offered help. 

The following could have been addressed: 

Court Diversion — for destruction of another’s property and 

truancy from school 

Individual and Joint Meetings — for parent and child 

Substance Abuse Program 
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Referral to a Therapy Professional 

Heroin is a serious and growing problem in this area. It is easy for 
young people to get and less expensive than marijuana. Our children 
are using cocaine, pot and other drugs that cause serious damage. 

The Youth Assistance Program offers support to young people and 
their families, however nothing can substitute for the influence of 
loving homes and caring adults. Parents must be aware of what is 
going on in the lives of their precious children.
